The mercury was up to 40 
degrees Sunday morning and during 
the afternoon a steady 
drop was 
noticed. 
This morning it was ten 
above and at noon five. 


1 he cold was nothing to compare 
with the wind and snow. 
The storm 
came from the east. 
The snow, a c ­ 
companied by a strong wind, made 
walking 
and traffic 
almost impis- 
sible. 
The streets, sidewalks and 
country roads were banked high in 
snow, many of the drifts being ten 
and twelve feet in height. 


The storm was general over this 
section of the country. 
Trains on 
all roads entering the city were late. 
The C. II. & D. did not have an east- 
bound train all morning and the Big 
Four \*;as almost as bad off. 
The 
southbound Big Four passenger train, 
duo here at 8:03 o’clock this morning 
was caught in a drift back of a 
freight train between Knightstown 
and Shirley and did not arrive until 
almost eleven o’clock. 
Fhe interurban line was running 
on schedule up until the middle of 
the morning and then its troubles 
began. 
The eastbound cars due here 
at 11:42 and 12:20 were 
annulled 
and later cars ran irregularly. Both 
trains on the L. E. & \Y. were a n ­ 
nulled today. 


The blizzard played havoc with the 
schools of the county and city. Many 
were dismissed because of the small 
attendance. 
Several schools did not 
have a pupil to report. 
The country 
roads were almost impassible be­ 
cause of the drifts and very few 
people ventured out.

terurban cars to enter the city.

Ministers of the city Sunday night 
dis< mssed law enforcement in Rush­ 
ville from the various pulpits. 
The 
question was brought to a head by 
the recent raids of the police which 
resulted in two charges being placed. 


At the St. Paul Methodist church 
the Rev. Batchelor spoke from Prow 
XXIX: 18, “ Where there is no vis­ 
ion the people cast off restraint.” 
He said, “ We need a vision of the. 
right. Without this the teaching of 
morality is disputed, its authority 
denied and human rights disregard­ 
ed. 
We also need the vision incor­ 
porated in law. Some men live above 
the law. 
They 
need 
no 
restraint. 
They would keep the law it there 
was no outward statute. But others 
live beneath the law. They must he 
restrained by the fear which the law 
inspires. 
Without law these would 
cast off’ every restraint. 


“We need a vision on the enforce­ 
ment of the law. 
An officer should 
he a terror to evil-doers. Good gov­ 
ernment depends more on the men 
behind tiie law than the law itself. 
An official takes an oath to enforce 
the law. 
He cannot be excused on 
the ground of public sentiment. Pub­ 
lic sentiment is a difficult thing to 
ascertain. 
Sometimes it is no more 
than the clamor of the lawless who 
desire to cast off restraint. 
Besides, 
no official takes an oath to support 
public sentiment, but to enforce t lie 
law. 


“We need a vision on the prose­ 
cution of the lawless. 
As a rule 
the liquor men are the most lawless. 
All over the land they have consid­ 
ered themselves an exception to the 
law. 
No business gives our courts 
so much trouble as the liquor bus­ 
iness. 
It is a, business without a 
vision and a conscience, 
hence it 
it casts off restraint. 
Liquor men 
who violate the law should be pros­ 
ecuted as vigorously as other crim­ 
inals. 


“ When a prosecutor does not do 
this, he is either in sympathy with 
the business, or has been bribed by 
it, or is afraid o'f it. 
In either case 
he is unworthy of his office. It is 
unfair for prosecutors to put the 
burden of prosecution on the peo­ 
ple. 
It is not the people’s business 
to hunt up the evidence and to file 
the 
charges. 
The 
prosecutor 
is 
elected to do this. 
If it is a case of 
murder a prosecutor will he diligent 
in searching out evidence. 
Tf it is a 
case of lawless liquor men, good cit­ 
izens are told to hunt up evidence 
and file charges. 
“ In such case the office is pro s­ 


tituted to the protection of the law ­ 
less instead of the protection of the 
people. 
A town can easily rid itself 
of the ‘blind tiger’ nuisance with a 
vigorous enforcement of the law, and 
with a persistent prosecution. 
But 
where there is no such vision the 
the lawless will cast off restraint.” 
“Municipal 
Patriotism on Trial” 
was the subject selected by the Rev. 
J. B. Mencham at the First P resby­ 
terian church. 
He spoke in part as 
follow s: 
“The Bible 
is the 
greatest law 
book that has ever been printed. It 
is all in the interest of m an’s best 
welfare. 
There are statutes in it 
covering every part of m an’s nature

It is understood he asked 
Wilson to announce a complete and 
independent investigation would he 
made and the result made public.

and life. 
It has b een given a s a 
gu ide to man 
in the midst 
of a 
crooked and perverse generation to 
serve as a lamp u nto his feet and a 
light to his path. 
It has never b een 
excelled or equ alled b y any produ c­ 
tion b y man. 
Bu t in so far as man 
has heeded its precepts or tu rned 
from them he has prospered or failed 
in the great pu rpose for which God 
created him. 
“There are three kinds of sin that 
every man is more or less concerned 
ab ou t, national, mu nicipal and per­ 
sonal sin. 
“The people of Ru shville eleven 
months ago committed themselves to 
the principle of a ‘dry’ town. The 
vote on the fou rth day of April was 
in favor of a ‘dry’ town b y 98 m a­ 
jority. It is not my pu rpose to argu e 
the qu estion as to whether prohi­ 
b ition prohib its or not, b u t to show 
ju st what the only record we have of 
the situ ation show’s, Docket No. 7 
of the M ayor’s cou rt. 
“Ou r town has b een ‘dry’ for a 
period of 11 months. 
I have copied 
the docket covering this period of 
eleven ‘dry’ months and compared 
it with the proceeding months of the 
last b vet’ year. 
This b y no means 
gives the actu al nu mb er of dru nks 
b u t it is a fair comparison b ecau se 
you get as many in proportion u n­ 
der b oth periods. 
Every man who 
gets dru nk in Ru shville is not a r­ 
rested either u nder the *w’et’ or ‘dry’ 
law.” 
The minister read the date of the 
arrests for dru nkeness du ring each 
period. 
The total arrests for this 
cau se du ring the ‘wet’ eleven months 
was 00, and the ‘dry’ eleven months 
35, a difference of 31. 
The year 
proceeding the last ‘wet’ year there 
were 123 arrests for thi> cau se, he 
said. 
He su id he did not think Ru shville 
voted ‘dry’ for political reasons, to 
go into the “b lind tiger” b u siness, 
not to spite the men in the b u siness, 
b u t b ecau se the 
people wanted a 
cleaner, b etter and more prosperou s 
city. 
The Rev. Mr. Meacham declared 
no town was ever made ‘dry’ b y tak ­ 
ing a vote. 
He said it wou ld not re­ 
main ‘dry’ if the m atter is left to the 
mayor and 
police, no 
m atter how- 
good, b ecau se the evil-doer will re­ 
sort to every means known to carry 
ou t his designs. 
“ Here is a small whiskey b ottle,” 
he continu ed, “that w a s handed to 
me the other day b y a citizen of ou r 
town, 
lie told me one thou sand of 
these were shipped 
into 
Ru shville 
last night a week ago. And from the 
way they appeared in the b ack al­ 
leys emptied of their contents it was 
not hard to b elieve that he was tell­ 
ing the tru th. 
This is a b ootleggers 
b ottle. 
It h o ld s one tenth of a pint, 
and sells, 1 am told for 15 cents a 
b ottle, which wou ld he $12.00 per 
gallon. 
“Yet with all the violation of law 
there is no comparison b etween the 
improved conditions over the reign 
of the open saloon. 
Ju dge John D. 
Megee told me that in the one year 
that he has b een on the b ench there 
have come u p fewer criminal c a s e s 
for trial than in any one year du r­ 
ing the past 20. 
If this is tru e with 
only eleven months of ‘dry’ then it 
wou ld seem to me that we who voted 
‘dry* b y a little effort in su pporting 
ou r pu b lic officers we can make a 
still b etter showing than that. 
“On next Tu esday at ten o clock 
a. m., and at two p. m., two of ou r 
citizens will b e on trial tor having 
in their possession intoxicating liq­ 
u ors illegally. 
Bu t they are not the 
only ones on trial. 
Every man and 
every citizen in Ru shville who b e­ 
lieves that law b rea k ers ou ght to b t 
restrained and receive their ju st re­ 
ward for the violation of law, are on 
trial a s well. 
The man who says lie 
loves his home town, is on trial, the 
man who says he wants Ru shville tu 
b e the cleanest town possib le is on 
trial, the man who says lie loves law 
and order i» on trial, the man who 
says he loves the state of Indiana is 
also on trial, the man who says In 
loves his own home, and professes 1 
to have one spark of mu nicipal pa- j 
triotism in his b reast is on trial. The 
law lias b een violated and if we who i 
lo\ c ou r tow n let this \iolation go 


u nreb u ked it will b e only to ou r fu r­ 
ther disgrace.’’ 
The Rev. C. M. Yocu m preached 
on “Law’ Enforcement” at the Chris­ 
tian chu rch. He said id pa rt: 


“Practically one year ago the sale 
of intoxicating liqu or as a b everage 
was made illegal in Ru shville b y the 
voice of a clear m ajority of her vot­ 
ers. Since that time b y the su fferance 
of the officers and the patience of 
the people a nu mb er of b lind tigers 
have b een reported as condu cting a 
fair if not a good b u siness. Now’, b e­ 
cau se of the activity of ou r officers 
we are b rou ght face to face with the 
proposition of dealing with this il­ 
legal sale and these nefariou s sell­ 
ers. One year ago one of these men 
now apprehended contended that we 
who sou ght to vote the town dry 
were ab ou t to tu rn Ru shville over in­ 
to the hands of infamou s law-b reak­ 
ers as we drove law-ab iding saloon 
keepers ou t of b u siness. 
Now these 
self-styled law-ab iding saloon keep­ 
ers are charged as infamou s law- 
b reakers to u se their own langu age. 


“What ou r attitu de 
as 
citizens 
shou ld b e at this time is a qu estion 
worthy of discu ssion.” 


Here followed a discu ssion of the 
divisions 
of 
ou r government— the 
legislative, execu tive 
and 
ju dicial 
departments and a description of law 
making, interpreting and enforcing. 
The 
following 
conclu sions 
were 
draw n: 
“We have a law in force in Ru sh­ 
ville making the sale of liqu or illeg­ 
al. 
Law’s are like whips, effective 
only when u sed. 
The ju dicial and 
execu tive departments are 
created 
to execu te ju stice and enforce laws. 
Officers taking an oath to enforce 
laws shou ld take su ch oath s e r io u s ­ 
ly and withou t fear or favor and 
withou t b eing coerced b y citizens 
shou ld b e active in gathering evi­ 
dence of offences and in b ringing of­ 
fenders to ju stice. 
Bu t since no 
ju dge, mayor or prosecu tor can go 
far from the path of pu b lic opinion 
either for good or b ad it is essential 
that citizens give active su pport to 
worthy officers and u phold them in 
their work. 
In the present instance 
let u s b y ou r attitu de make it easy 
for ou r officers to do their fu ll du ty 
and exceedingly hard for them to do 
otherwise.” 
The Rev. S. G. Hu ntington said at 
the First Baptist chu rch that if the 
people of Ru shville were u nder deep 
conviction and desperately in earnest 
they wou ld soon rid themselves of 
illegal 
b ooze 
dispensaries 
of 
all 


kinds. 
He declared the fight shou ld 
not b e redu ced to the low level of 
cheap politics b ecau se it is a q u e s ­ 
tion of law and order which shou ld 
b e settled on 
the higher plane of 
morality and good government. 
He said this was an opportu nity 
to strike a death b low’ to the illegal 
traffic and asked if the opportu nity 
shou ld not b e improved. 
The pro­ 
tection of school children, he assert­ 
ed, demands the elimination of the 
b u siness. 
He declared that Ru shville at the 
last election demanded law enforce­ 
ment and that it shou ld have it. 
lie 
aid the voters pu t tlu * present offic­ 
ials in office b ecau se they b elieved 
them men of'firm ness and that now 
their hands shou ld b e held u p to 
(lie citizens after they had led the 
wav.

Indianapolis, through Shelbyville to 
Greensburg. and the other from Ind- 
ianapolis to 
I'onnersville, 
passing 


through Rushville. 
The cars are 


operated over both divisions, that is 
to say, the cars leaving Greensburg 
are run through to Indianapolis over 
what is known as the Greensburg 
division, and thence from Indianap- 
olis to Connersville. over the Con- 
nersville division, and then return- 
ing over the same lines to Greens- 
burg. l>y thus routing the cars nine 
cars are able to (ill the train sched- 
ule for the day. which necessarily 
requires nine train crews. The train- 
men arc asking thai each division be 
operated separately. This would re- 
quire leu cars instead of nine, and 
would have an effect of increasing 
Hie pay roll of the trainmen more 
than 10 per cent, and the advantage 
that would accrue to the trainmen 
would be in getting 
more layover 


time at the end of each run. The lay- 
over time on the present schedule 
is from ten minutes to an hour and 
twenty minutes, but in most cases 
from about twenty to thirty minutes; 
and the running time over each di- 
vision from about one hour and thir- 
ty or forty minutes to two hours and 
ten minutes. 
The desirability of 


such a change in the working hours 
of the trainmen will, no doubt, be 
conceded by every one, but in this 
case the award on that point, as 
well as on the matter of the increase 
in wages, must finally be determined 
larirclv. if not whollv. bv the state 


of the financial budget of the trac- 
tion company. 


"The scale of wages paid to the 


trainmen in the cmployement of the 
respondent begins with a wage of 21 
cents per hour and increases 1 cent 
per hour each year until a maximum 


f ;)0 cents per hour is reached. This 
is substantially the scale now paid 
by all interurban roads in this part 
of the country, and the maximum is 


cents per hour more than the max- 


imum in the award recently made in 
the arbitration between the employes 
and the Indianapolis Traction and 
Terminal Company. 


"The average earnings of train- 


men on respondent's road is consid- 
erably more than that of other em- 
ployes of said company in other de- 
partments of service. This may be 
accounted for in part by the fact 
that trainmen are 
on duty 
more 


hours per month than are other em- 
ployes. The working hours of train- 
men, however, are as good'as will 
be found on any 
interurban road. 


On the present time cards all runs, 
but two are straight runs. 


"The runs are so arranged that 


the men may reside in the cities.on 
the line of respondent's road other 
than the city of Indianapolis, and 
have thereby 
some 
advantages in 


living expenses that are valuable. 


"Wages of trainmen have been in- 


creased 24.99 per 
cent 
in 
seven 


years, which is more than the in- 
crease in the cost of living during 
that time.
